New York, Oct. 29— One of the mo t 
destructive explosions in the luatory 
uf Ihis city (jcturied a little after noon 
Moudajr in the building occupied b> 
.Tarrant ft Co., wholesale druggists at 
Greenwich and Warrm streets. Tlu 
force of the explcsioa wrecked ad- 
joining buildings and the Irving bank 
across the street. The station of the 
Ninth Avenue Elevated Uatlway com- 
pany at Warren street, was lia ily dam- 
aged and the road was blocked so thnl 
It was impossible to resume trafiBc for 
some hours. The police report that a 
nnmber of people lost their lives in 
the explosion, but up to 2:30 o'cio, k 
no dead bodies had been recoveicd 
from the ruined buildings and it waa 
ImpOMible at that timo to make any- 
thing like an accurate cstimals cl 
number of liv»« io.sl. A great many 

injured were taken to the hospitals. 
The building was on fire about iivc 

minutes belon tlie flrst explosion aii 1 
there were a number of tiiemeu ueat 
It with the walls blew out and it is 
feared that some of these were killed. 
Policeman Galvin was in the iinmedl- 
ale vklnity of the fiie when the tir.-t 
. series of explosions occurred. He said 
that a number of firemen were bluwn 
to death on the Warren stree^ side of 
the building. He said he rescued on.> 
of them but .that no living man cou'd 
rescue the others. Policeman Gaivln 
said that in his belief not lees than 
200 ppibonb will be found to have losi 
their lives. This was on account of 
the suddenness of the explosion which 
rendered it impossiljln for anybody 
who was in the building at the time 
to escapo. 

In a restaurant next door to the 
drug store there were about 200 people 
eating tl eir hnu'heon. Of there many 
were mj.'ued and it is reporled that -x 
score or more of thoni lost their live.-. 

The force of the explosion was heard 
and felt clear down to Wall street and 
heavy plate glass windows woi^ 
smashed and people thrown to the 
street a distance of four blocks. 

Employes of the Irving national 
bank, which stands directly across tli> 
Btre<'t from Tarrant's pla^e, were br.>- 
ily engaged at their desks at the time 
of the explosion. Not a clerk or of 
flclal of the bank but was thrown ii; 
the floor by the force of the coneus- 
6lon of th" iirst explosion. Thinkin.i 
the building was about to fall seveial 
ofRcials of the bank lan for the cabii 
and had it talceii out of the build. i.i 
to a place of safety. The clerks an I 
other employes made their way to tl - 
Sidewalk and run for places of safely.

At the Warren street station of tho 
Ninth avemie elevated road a nuni':ei

They were thrown to the street and re- 
ceived serifnis Injury. Several wo.uen 
cseapi.l froi.i the station by wallcii.t: 
along the piatform at the edge of il.^ 
track. A number of buiidiugs at ibc 
rear of the drug store were rased. The 
flames Hjnead very rapidly until thP 
two blocks fiom Chanjbers to Warren 
and from Washington to Greonv,i;Ii 
streets were soon afire. A third and a 
fourth alarm and a general call for ani- 
bulanees woe.-ent in. The engines and 
ambulances were blocked by the Im- 
Bwnse crowd* which gathered by the 
thousands. 

The crowds became so great that 
the police were for a time poweilrH.s 
to keep them in order. Several lint.s 
were established but people apepared 
to be- so beside themselves that they 
broke through and swamped the po- 
lice. .Ml tlie available re^ieives f:v):ii 
ne'ghborlDg station housts were cailca 
out and even then the crowds api)ear- 
cd for a tiire to get the uetter c; 
them, iteseives were then ordere.; 
from half a dozen or more slacions. 

Every* available physician and aui- 
bulsince surgeon who could be reached 
was called into service and the various 
Stores which were not damaged by tla- 
explosions were turned into tempor- 
ary hospitals for the care of tho 
wounded. The streets for several 
blocks were strcvu with broken glass 
and other debris, and blood was siJat 
tered in every direction, showing tuat 
there must have been many persons in 
the vicinity at the time who were la- 
. lurad by falling glMS. « 



COAST DEFEHSE. 
General Wilson's U-p<trt oa FortU 
floHtion*— )t ver liiipruveintfuts. 
Warttngton, Oct. 29.— Coast defenss 
Is the subject considered In the annual 
report of General J. M. Wilson, chif 1 
of engineers. Up to the present, 30 
localities have been selected for de- 
fense on the coast. Attention is giv- 
rn to the snbjoet of coast defenses for 
Porto Hico and the Hawaiian islands 
end General Wilson says active meas 
■res for their defense should be de- 
isrred no longer. A detailed projrii 
for the defense >>f the harbor of Sau 
Juan de Porto Kico, involves on esti- 
mated rapenditure of ft, 800,000. Pre- 
liminary proje( ts for Poai l harbor ami 
Honolulu are aibo already available 
and ready for exocution as soon es 
[■ongress shall ai>propriate the funds. 
Twenty-flve of the principal harbois 
of the L'nil'il states have a suineleat 
number of heavy guns and morLais in 
place for defense against naval attack. 
Existing projects contemplate th^ 
mounting of about 480 guns for sea 
coast defense, of sr)0 lapid tiring gurs 
and about 900 mortals, at an approxi- 
mate total coat of 160,000,000. AUen- 
tion is invited to the urgent need for 
an Increase of the artillery arm of the 
service which is n^.w too siaall to taV<e 
are of the costly and complex defense 
works. The second section of the re- 
port treats of the river and harbor Im- 
provements of the country for which 
estimates for the fls^^al year ending 
1902, aggregating $20,000,000 are sub- 
mitted, to which are added 1200,000 
for surveys and contingencies, $,"5 8.0,- 
000 for the Mississippi river commis 
sion, $1,040,000 under the Missouii 
river commission, $15,000 under the 
Califurnia debris commission, and 
$72 800 to prevent deposits in tlew 
York harbor.
